Dr. E S. Bailey, of Chicago, read a 
paper before a medical meeting in that 
city on the subject of " Compulsory Vac- 
cination." Ho sajd that tho origin of 
omall-pox was a mystery, as it now was 
ptuely oonttgeoua. He gave a short his- 
tory of the disea8^ from the time ol ita 
great ravogea In remote timea down to 
the time of the introduction of Taeein»' 
lion hy Jenner. The theory il that the 
system of a person iuoeulatod with the 
cow-pox is subjected to tlio same influ- 
ences OS if tho patient had the genu- 
ine small-pox, lor the two diseoseB pre- 
itnt exBotly aimilar types. A person 
onoe tnooinated haa prsotioeUy perma- 
nent pioteotion againat amallfpoi. It 
the light of modem science aim-to-arm 
Toecination mnat be given np^ and bo- 
vino vims non-hnmaniied is tlw only 
thing to be recognized. A good dtatrix 
should be well iudoulcd with a oleaily 
defined edge, aud an iudiilercnt cicatrix 
will present an ill- defined edge. In 15,1)00 
reoorded coses of smoll-pox, it liad been 
tonnd that the protection wasdiieetly 
in importion to the oharaoter o( the vao. 
oination, the proportions being 3.63 pet 
oeni where there were good oieatiloes, 
•nd 8.82 per oeni where the aoan were 
inditforout in character. In England, 
for thirty years previous to Uie discovery 
of vaccination, the cases of small-pox 
averaged 3,000 to every 1,000,000, while 
for twenty years following there were 
only 363 eoKte to every l,000,00a For 
the year endiiig in May laslt the oaies o( 
amall-pox among vaoflbatsfl patients 
averaged ninety-two to ttaaiillion,wIiile 
of unvacobiated patiaaiv^amnge was 
8,350 to the million. ' In 
noted in Noru icli, England,'.816 persona 
who had not boon vaccinated were thor- 
onghly exposed to the disease, the result 
being tlist 200 oontraoted smoll-pox and 
forfy-six died. On the other liand 
ninetgrniiM pesaona who had good vao- 
einations wen aa tboroQgtily exposed to 
the infection, but only two oontraoted 
the disease, and then in amodifledform. 
In the case of medical men, vho are eon- 
stontly exposed, out of fifty-seven who 
hod tliroo or more good scars, only two 
oontraoted the disease, and cut « 267 
who had indifferent soars, fo-ty-four 
were taken with a modified foKn of the 
smoll-pox.
